Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Applicants allege that 112, 1st paragraph rejection is inapplicable to process for modifying an antibody; the 
specification sets forth process steps and modifications; and claims are not directed to product by process but only 
process for producing a modified antibody. The discussion addressed functional limitations for the antibody recited in 
Claim 1 , e.g., taregting vacuole and antigen binding, and whether the combination of modifications in Claim 35 could 
support the functional limitations and whether a functional antibody was predictable from introducing the combination of 
modifications. The discussion addressed the Vitale declaration. The discussion addressed the 103(a) rejection over 
Frigerio and that modificaiton of 18 terminal amino acids would change vacuole targeting of antibody was unexpected.
